To THE CITIZENS OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF PLAIN- 
FIELD: 


Your School Board began the work of the year un- 
der trying circumstances. Our school meeting was not 
held till nearly time for schools to begin, and on account 
of the fever epidemic of last Spring, some teachers whom 
we expected to secure, disappointed us,occasioning delay 
and extra expense. 

The spelling books which have been used in Plain- 
field for more than a decade, and now out of print, were 
replaced by new ones. ‘The old histories, some of which 
were indeed ancient, were replaced by ‘‘Montgomery’s 
American Histories,’’ thoroughly up-to-date works. 
Cyr’s new readers were introduced and have been found 
SXCEMENT. 

Our new State law which requires towns to pay the 
tuition of all pupils who attend and do passable work in 
Academies and High Schools, brings added responsibil- 
ities to our schools. We must so far as possible, make 
our common schools thorough fitting schools for the 
Academy and High School. Examinations for admission 
to Kimball Union Academy will be held at the Academy

at the close of the Spring and opening of the Fall terms. 

We agree with our State Superintendent that fewer 
schools, but better graded ones, would be an improve- 
ment upon our present system. Much better work could 
be done if two or three towns would unite and engage a 
Superintendent according toa recent law authorizing the 
State to pay part of such expense. 

We are pleased to see so many visits reported from 
the parents in many of the districts and to note the co- 
operation of the parents with the teachers to make each 
term a success. We would especially thank Mr. F. A. 
Rogers, of the True District, for the use of a room in his 
house for school purposes during the Winter term. 

We are very sorry for the record made in East Plain- 
field Disticts; the reason for the shortage is that in the 
Spring, Miss Doty was obliged to lose some time, on ac- 
count of sickness, and in the Fall,the first teacher re- 
signed after two weeks, on account of the circulation of 
adverse criticisms in regard to her. 

Another teacher took up the work the following 
Monday, but could not remain as she was unable to find 
board. Miss Doty was again hired but she met with no 
better success in finding board. 

Again we would urge greater punctuality and more 
regular attendance on the part of the pupils and would 
impress upon every parent, the duty of visiting school 
once a term.
